Another Arrest on Ciiauqe of Pkrjukt, 

Theodore V. Kosku',1 filed a complaiut in 
the Polico Court to-day, in which he acouses 
Adolph Sohmoidberg o( tbo crime of perjury. 
It will be recollected that Koskull is under 
arrest on a complaint by Sohmeidberg for 
tho same ofloneo, and civil proceedings are 
pending between thorn in the Fourth Dis- 
trict Court. Tlio present complaint sets 
forth that on tho 9ih December, 18G7, Prince 
MaksutofT Bled a written complaint in tho 
Fourth District Court against Adolph 
Schmeidberg and his brother, Maximilian 
Schuicidberg, in which, among othor things 
it was alleged that the plaintiff sold and 
delivered to Adolph Schmaidberg the ship 
Cesarevitoh and l.GOO pounds ot fish at Sitka 
for 823,200 for which Adolph executed' a 
note payable 30 dnys after Bight, to Prince 
MaksutofT at tbo Bank of California in this 
city — that Adolph Sohmeidberg filed a sworn 
answer to this complaint, in which he denied 
that ho purchased tho ship and fish of tho 
Prince, but avers that he purchased tbo ship 
for cash of tho Russian Fur Company, nnd 
the fish also, agreeing lo pay S7 per baire| 
therefore, besides 24,000 seal furs, 50 oonts a 
piece, which, ho saye, with the prieo of tho 
fish, made up the amount for which ho gave 
tho note. The complaint in tho perjury case 
closes with the statement that in truth, the 
defendant, Adolph Schmeidberg, did buy tbo 
ship of PriDce Makeuioff, did not buy it for 
cash, aud that ho did not purchase. 24,000 
seal furs of the Russiun Company frr tho 
note.™ part ibarstf P*|s©s .ASofcrote-g.

Editor British Colonist :— !n one of my 
former letters, I promised to show how 
Canada could bo repaid for any defioit she 
might incur in the ootstart with respect to 
t'lis couotrr. I purpose, therefore, to advert 
to that subject in this letter. 

It is tha fixed policy of the Imperial 
Government to unite all British America 
under tbe Dominion. The acqaiiitioo of the 
Hudson Bay Compvny's territories shows tbe 
determination of Canada to carry out that 
policy; and after extending Ihe boundaries 
of ibo Dominion to tbo Rocky Mouotains, and 
incurring by that act in all probability for 
interest and sinking 'und for tho purchase of 
tho Northwest Territory and Rupert's Land 
from tho Hudson Bay Company, and tbo cost 
of constructing a road from Lake Superior 
to Port G.irry, an annual outlay lor some 
years of 8232,000, independent ol tha cost of 
tLn Civil Government of A-siniboice, ko, it is 
not a snpposable case that Canada woald 
slop "wes'eru extension," whoa she could 
have British. Columbia for nothing— for 
merely undertaking the responsibility of its 
Civil Government. II British Columbia 
wera a fureign country — if it ware under a 
ioroign Crown — and il Caouda v* islied lo pur- 
chase it, Bhe would have to compete agaiost 
he United States; and that Government 
would gladly give fifteen or twenty millions 
'A dollf.rs for it. II ebe bad lo pmcbasa the 
country at a cost say of $5 000,000, tho in- 
terest ui 5 pur cent, without sinking fund, 
would be 8250 000 per annum. She would 
inour Ihut outlay anoually, and yet have to 
provide lor tbe Civil G ivernmoot. In case 
of a paichase, all that alio would huvo would 
he (be land, the revenue of which does not 
wxcecJ, at present, 817,500 per annum. As- 
suming that tho Dominional and local Gov- 
ernments could not be carried on with our 
iir<!'ont population under an annual deGoit ol 
$214 000, Canada, in case of purchasing Hie 
oouuiry from a foreinn nower, would iuour a 
responsibility of §461.000 par annum, li is, 
therefore, very perceptiblo how much more 
favorable tha terms proposed are, wilh a 
deficit of $21.4,000, than by purchasing tho 
country. 

If we regard that defioit either as the 
minimum or Ihe maximum umeunt, to bo met 
oy Canada (or souni) years after our admin- 
-lon, it ia very manifest that — with the vast 
resources of this colony already Known and 
pen up, with its gold und coal mines, forests 
and fisheries, wilh i la rnilliobB of acres ol 
prairie land ready for graz ng end cultiva- 
tion, with its present imports and exports; 
with its present enterprising and thrilty 
population — all that is required is wise 
legislation und immigration to reduce tde 
amount of the deficit, in tact, Bubatiiuto a 
profit for adcQoit on Ihe annual bulunco 
sheet, if wo pi mruro our imparts and ox. 
ports wilh those of the Eastern Provinces, we 
stnnd at tbo head ol all tho weu I th-pi ml u oin« 
and wealth-consuming colonies ot British 
Norih Arnerioi. The exports ul Caouda in 
loGli, were $14 per head; Now Brunswick 
1 37 per head; Nova Sootia, 452 1 per hoad; 
Untish Columhi-t in 1807 (tiasumitig the pol- 
lution to bo 10 000 whites and tho loinl ludiun 
population equal to 10 000 whites whioh is 
ubove the murk) $125 per beutl. The im- 
ports of Canada in 1866, were $17 per bcod; 
New Brunswick 833 per head; Nova Scotia 
$44 par head; aud British ColumDia in 18G7 
$05 por head. Mauufuolures aud aicrioul- 
tme may t>e more advuuued in thu Eastern 
PiovinceB than they are hero, aud conse- 
quently homo production ought to bo taken 
into uecouut with a viow to determine- the 
exaot amount consumed or produced por 
head in the Ea8t«m Frovincrjs and here. 
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But with respect to revenue, it is macilest 
that in proportion as we exceeded the other 
provinces in consumption of imports per 
bead, so wo would pay a higher late of tax- 
ation to the Dominion than them, unless it 
were counterbalanced by proportionately 
larger subsidies. VVtion however, ourngrical- 
>are and manulaciorts shall have reached a 
similar advanced oondition to that of East- 
ern Provinces, we may assume that as a 
consequenco ol such equilibiium, our taxa- 
tion por bead under tbe Dominion would be 
Ihe same as theirs. In the meuntimo, 
although our taxation may be moro per bead 
here than in tha Eastern Province*, we would 
expect moro per head from tho Dominion It 
necessarily follows that Irom the paucity of 
our inhabitants in comparison with any prov- 
ince of the Dominion and from our new und 
very different circumstances, that the special 
terms of union must be difTeient. But 
though different, nnd though assuming as a 
consequence of that difference that the mini- 
mum or maximum deficit ol tho Dominion 
would bo $214,000 per annum, il is not 
reasonable to aupposo that Caouda would in- 
cur such s responsibility, unless with some 
national object in view, or unless witb tha 
prospeot ol ohanging the deficit to a profit — 
at tho very leaBi, to an equation between 
expenditure and revenue. Too question 
iherefore may be asked, what length of time 
is necessary to produce an equation between 
the expenditure and revenue* As the 
answer mnioly and essentially depends on 
tho increase of our population, let us first 
inquire, what number of population would bo 
required ? Thut is simply a question of pro- 
portion. If 20 000 people yield a revenue of 
$276,401, leaving annually a deficit fur ex 
! endiiuto over revenue ol §214.401. what 
number of population will be required to 
produce a roveuue equal lo the expenditure, 
that is $490,401. Tbe answer to this propo- 
sition is: a popala ion of 35,00^. A^auming 
wo have 20,000 taxpayers ut present, we 
would require 15,000 mora to enable the 
Dominion to balacco her expenditure lor 
th-B country by the revenuo derived in and 
from it. With an overland road completed, 
with regular iteam communication wilh San 
Francisco, with free grants of land to settlers, 
wilh practical men in tho Government, not a 
dillelaati oxecutit-e, three thousand immi- 
granta might be addod every year to nur per- 
manent population. Five years alter tbe 
completion of tbe overland road, 15 000 would 
be added at that rato to our population, and 
in five years tbo revenuo of the Dominion 
would equal Ibo expenditure. Tho slow rale 
ol iocreuse that I bava here Buggeaied is a 
minimum rule. Were tho Colony a private 
estate, an enterprising landlord would add 
50U0 eve-y year lo the country for the next 
ton years, and at the end of thai period tho 
country would bo prepared to absorb double 
ihut number of immigrants every year. If. 
ihorolore, only 15 000 more permanent: sel- 
lers are required to enable Canada to bal 
ance her expenditure for this country by the 
revenue doiived from it, and if only five years of 
time after the completion of an oreil ind road 
are neoassary to add that 15 000 imm g'aotH to 
the Colony, I would, auk, whothor thore is 
anything ' visionary or unattainable' in the
